An agricultural credit bank for Danville was assured today as 


result of the appearance here this morning of Oliver J. Sands, exe- 
cutive director of the Tobaceo Growers' Co-Operative Marketing As- 
sociation who addressed some 500 business men of this city and farm- 
ers from the surrounding section on the question. As a result of his 
address and his unqualified approval of a central bank in Dan- 
ville, meeting all the needs of agricultural Virginia instead of a 
number of scattered weaked banks, the business interests of this city 
showed an immediate response. 


It was proposed that the bank should have a maximum capital 


stock of $300,000 to be raised in the bright belt of Virginia and of 
which Danville should subscribe $100,000. A committee canvassed the 
Danville business interests present and immediate pledges from Dan- 
ville totalling $64,500 were given, the Chamber of Commerce guaran- 
teeing to underwrite the remainder.

Serious Hitch In 
Chinese Recognition 


Of Soviet Russia 


(By The As«ociat«d rre««.) 


PEKING, March 1*.—What may 


prove a serious difficulty in the way 
of Chinese recognition of the Rus- 
sian 
Soviets 
developed 
yesterday. 
France, through her legation here, 
sent a note to the Peking- government 
•warning it against disregarding the 
rights of the Russo-Asiatic bank in 
the negotiations with Russia. 


This bank has exercised a degree 


of control over the management of 
the Chinese Eastern Railway. One of 
the resumption of relations, with ad- 
justments sought by the Chinese in 
other matters, was the overturning 
to it of this interest in the roads 
management. 


The French note asserts that sixty 


per cent, of the stockholders of the 
bank are French citizens and that all 
the conventions concerning construc- 
tion of the railway. one»of the most 
important transport routes in the Far 
East, were -with the bank itself, its 
predecessor as a party, without men- 
tioning the Russian government.

spending his summers recently at Cape 
Lookout, N. C , had an article On the 
lone-billed curlew in which he cor- 
rects some current misapprehension* 
as to that bird. In the last issue of 
JUird Lore, the same author had an 
interesting article on the Snow Bunt- 
ing, an Arctic bird, which verj rare- 
ly appeals in the South. 


The article on the curlew is brief 


and will be read With interest not only 
by Dr. Coles' friends, but by many 
students of bird life. It is as follows.

After laboring for 18 months, the 


United States tariff commission has 
finally produced something. It is the 
recommendation which 
resulted in 


president Coolidge's proclamation of 


42-cent 
tariff 
on 
wheat. 
rhe 


achievement reminds one of the fable 
cf the mountain and the mouse. This 
first concrete accomplishment of the 
flexible tariff's operation is far more 
disappointing than the many months 
cf marking: time which preceded the- 
commission's-action. 


The disappointment is not so mucti 


that the tariff will prove an added 
burden on the American consumer- 
Wheat is the \reat commodity on 
which the tariff could be raised most 
often with the least injury to thr. con- 
sumer's cause. 
But disappointment 


will be great among those who hoped 
for tangible relief for the wheat 
farmer's most discussed ' distress, by 
some action to reduce the cost jf 
-what he and all other farmers have 
to buy. 


The raise in the wheat duty is a 


purely political panacea for the wheat 
farmer s complaint- It is a govern- 
ment gesture, supposed to denote 
good will. The wheat farmer is sup- 
posed to accept it as a sort of Coue 
treatment, and to begin saying to 
himself: The tariff Increase is mak- 
ing me better and better. 


Facts and figures are likely to 


make the wheat farmer a little un- 
certain m his articulation of the for- 
mula. The difficulty lies In the fact 
that the United States is not a. wheat 
importing nation. 
Aside from a »a- 


riety of hard spring wheat, imported 
from Canda for the milling o* certain 


rades of flour, the amount of 


the grain brought into this country is 
inconsiderable. Canada's position re- 
garding wheat is simU.'ir to that of 
the United States: it is an exporter 
rather than an importer.

ed;i will not help dispose of the over- 
production of the craiii.

C."'Redfleld, secretary of commerce In 
President Wilson's cabinet, has writ 
ton a human document, an analysis of 
Washington life and a complete des- 
cription of how the United States (gov- 
ernment operates. He calls his book 
"With Congress and Cabinet" (Dou- 
bleday Page & Co") Many people, who 
now lack knowledge a.bout their KOV- 
ernment at. Washington, really want 
to know how it is operated.. But they 
hate to wade through dry. expositions 
on the subject. 'For those', we recom- 
mend "With Congress and Cabinet." 
Redfleld's description of entertaining 
yet concise and only in a few pages 
does he seem to allow some vague 
prejudice to discolor his views. 
Mr. Redfield did not devote his en- 
tire work to a eulogy of the late Pres- 
ident Wilson. In the main it Is a des- 
cription or exposition of th« machin- 
ery of government. Sut he does write 
of Wilson andjielps to picture him in 
a light little known by the masses. 
"Among the minor mistakes that 


have been charged against Mr. Wilson 
is that of being so opinionated .as to 
domineer over his associates," Red- 
field writes. "So far as my own ex- 
perience goes, he sought earnestly 
and 
with much .patience for 
facts 
which he weighted long and well. His 
mind was open to truth from what- 
ever source it came 
" 
"With Congress and Cabinet," inci- 


dentally, is the first work of any of 
Wilson's official family to come from 
the press since the late president's 
death. 


The book is spotted, happily, with 
amusing incidents. During the war, 
an inventor produced'an 
all-metal 


airplane and the president was asked 
to see it at the Bureau of Staiidards- 
\Vith his wife the president journeyed 
to the bureau one Sunday. The cus- 
todian had misunderstood orders and 
the party was locked out. 


Redfielci writes: 
"A hasty search found an unfast- 
ened window, and this served as a 
sufficient entrance for, the president 
and his wife. I have always enjoyed 
the. recollection of the president of 
the United States and the First Lady 
of the Land climbing In through a 
half-opened window rather than fall 
to carry out the purpose of their visit. 


Redfield was a- Brooklyn (N. Y.) 
manufacturer before entering official 
life. He is not, primarily, a politician 
and in his book gives away many lit- 
tle tricks of politicians, for which the 
Washington gentlemen will not thank 
him. 


"-}. went one day to the Appropria- 
tions Committee with the usual esti- 
mate for a.n established service. I re- 
ceived no criticism of the amount 
asked. 
Nevertheless the 
chairman 
said:" "We've got to make this bill small. 
Therefore, we can't allow you the full 
amount. You want, say, a million and 
a quarter. We will sits you S800,000 
now. and you come around next De- 
cember for a deficiency for the bal- 
ance.1 


"The theory, of course, -was that 


the annual bill to which public atten- 
tion was directed would be reduced 
by a considerable sum and thai, no
